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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant's argument in a Request for Reconsideration has been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the Examiner has not supported a prima facie case of obviousness and, specifically, that 
Chisholm does not supply the requisite motivation to resize windows, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary 
reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly 
suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to 
those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). Chisholm teaches minimizing windows (fig. 
6; e.g. Minimize button on the menu bar or title bar, upper left hand corner of every window) as well as scrolling (fig. 6; e.g. the up scroll 
arrows and down scroll arrows on the menu bar or title bar, upper right hand corner of every window) as a way of manipulating users' view 
of a window's content; and, resizing windows as an extension of manipulating users' view of a window's content, being as it is well known 
in the art, would have been obvious to an artisan to include in order to allow users another method of customizing an area of focus. 



Continuation of 10. Other: As an oversight by the Examiner, proof that resizing windows is indeed well known in the art is included. 
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
